Pittsburg, Pa., May 5.—The greatest 
fire th at has visited this city since the 
m em orable one of 1845, started shortly 
after m idnight Sunday in the immense 
wholesale 
grocery 
establishm ent 
of 
Thom as C. Jenkins, Penn avenue and 
Liberty streets, and burned till nearly 
4 o’clock this morning. 
Three large 
blocks, extending from Liberty to Penn 
avenue and from Fifth street to Sixth 
street, were 
reduced 
to 
sm oldering 
ruins. 
The loss will exceed $2,500,000 
and is well covered 
by 
insurance. 
Among the buildings destroyed are: 
Jenkins’ wholesale grocery establish­ 
ment, H orne’s six-story dry goods es­ 
tablishm ent, H orne’s 
office building, 
the Duquesne theater, the M ethodist 
Book concern. 
The fire started in the cellar of the 
Jenkins building in a pile of barrels 
filled with waste paper. 
The flames 
wrere discovered by W atchm an W illiam 
H unter, while m aking his rounds on 
the third floor. He had smelled smoke 
earlier in the evening, but believed 
th a t it came from the outside and had 
paid no attention to it. 
The flames leaped rapidly up the ele­ 
vator shaft and he made a vain effort 
to extinguish the fire with buckets of 
w ater. 
An air shaft used to ventilate 
the great building fanned the flames 
and he found it impossible to do any­ 
thing. 
He made his escape from the 
building with great difficulty, because 
of the immense volume of smoke. 
The fire made rapid headway after it 
. had started, and by 12:30 flames be­ 
gan to pour out the Penn avenue front.

Dr. Hodge’s resigna­

BY THE DOE CHARGES 


JA N E SV IL LE PEO PLE W A IT FOR 
TH E OTHER SID E. 


W ashington Dispatches to Milwaukee 
Sentinel and Chicago Record Allege 
that Much Government 
Property 
W as 
Charged Up 
Against the 
Secretary and Payment Demanded. 


Sensational charges 
against Gen. 
Joseph Doe were 
contained 
in the 
Chicago Record and the Milwaukee 
Sentinel today. 
The Record article 
was signed by William E. Curtis while 
the Sentinel dispatch was credited to 
the New York Tribune. 
The two ar­ 
ticles were m anifestly from the same 
source, how erer, and their bitterness 
was so marked as is prompt surmises 
about their authorship. 
In substance the articles charged 
th a t Gen. Doe was •practically dis­ 
missed by Secretary Lamont and th at 
Gen. Doe had been called on to make 
restitution for considerable 
govern­ 
m ent property. 
There were many expressions of re­ 
gret heard about the streets as the 
W ashington dispatches were discussed 
today. 
The charges were received 
w ith very little credence, but the fact 
of their being published so generally 
war regarded as deplorable. 
On every 
band there was the disposition to wait 
until both sides had been heard before 
fram ing an opinion. 
Goo. Doe was not in the city today. 
He left for Elkhorn last week intend­ 
ing to go from there to Koshkonong or 
Milwaukee, and is believed to be in 
Milwaukee arranging for the opening 
of his law office. 
R. J. W hitton was emphatic in de­ 
nying the stories. 
"T hey are lies from beginning to 
end,” he Bald. 
" In the first place I 
ws3 not removed, but resigned as did 
tw o hundred others in the same de­ 
partm ent when the new adm inistra­ 
tion came in. 
There was no appro­ 
priating of government property and 
not even a whisper 
of 
any such 
chargee up to the time th a t I came 
away. 
I can't understand who has 
started the story or who of all the 
men in the departm ent should back 
such a disreputable lot of falsehoods." 
The dispatch published in The Rec­ 
ord was as follows: 
"D uring the last few months of the 
Cleveland adm inistration Joseph B. 
Doe of Janesville, Wis., who was ae- 
sitan t secretary of war, held a sine 
cure, and people are just beginning to 
find out the reason why. 
He was de­ 
prived of all authority, was not al­ 
lowed to issue any orders or sign any 
but routine mail or perform any other 
function of his office. 
He w s b not 
even perm itted to issue requisitions. 
Secretary Lamont assumed all the 
labor and responsibility, and did all 
the work th at had formerly been d .n e 
by his assistant, except such as could 
bs intrusted to the chief clerk. 
These 
extraordinary 
circumstances 
were 
known by the employes and people 
who are in the habit of visiting the 
departm ent, and were 
commented 
upon in whispers as of much signifi­ 
cance, but the reasons 
were not 
understood. 
There was also consid­ 
erable comment concerning the un­ 
usual act of President McKinley in 
accepting Doe’s resignation before the 
selection of his successor. 
It is cus­ 
tom ary for the assistant secretaries to 
hold over from one adm inistration to 
another until the new members of the 
cabinet have familiarized themselves 
w ith the duties of their c ffioes, and in 
all the departm ents except the war 
and navy some of the Cleveland offi­ 
cials are still retained. 
But Mr. Doe’s 
resignation was accepted at once, and 
his 
desk 
was 
vacant until Mr. 
Meiklejohn 
of 
Nebraska was 
ap­ 
pointed. 
This was due to a hint from 
Col. Lamont, who, as already stated, 
had practically made a vacancy in f he 
office several months before. 


I mont until after the election in No­

beca ne b u active as to attract general 
attention, and within a few weeks the 
gossip reached the ears of the head of 
the departm ent. 
Secretary Lamont 
at once made an investigation.

"U was disclosed, for example, that 
during the absence of the secretary of 
war, Doe had ordered two bicycles, 
one for himself and one for W hitton, 
which were returned to the depart­ 
ment and ara now stored in the base­ 
ment. 
The official photographer of 
the departm ent testified th a t be had 
made two sets of prints, about 1.000 
in number, from the negatives pur­ 
chased by congress some years ago, 
from Brady, the celebrated wsr-photc- 
grapher—and George K. Jenvy, in 
charge of the departm ent bindery, 
testified th at he had monnted these 
prints and bound them in handsome 
RnBsia leather albums, about twelve 
by eighteen inches in size, at the ex­ 
pense of the government. A. K. John­ 
son, the departm ent carpenter, testi­ 
fied th a t he had been employed for 
several weeks, under the orders of 
Assistant Secretary Doe, 
in making 
and packing furniture and other arti­ 
cles which were chipped to Janesville, 
Wis. 
Among other things he made 
Mr. Doe ten handsome chests, two of 
cedar, tx o of ash, and six of poplar, 
and two chests of cedar for W hi'ton, 
which had been packed with articles 
unknown aud shipped away. 
He had 
also made a fine mauogany gun cash, 
which cost $40 for the m aterial alone, 
without considering the labor, and 
twenty-five picture frames, and about 
forty packing cases, 
which 
were 
packed full of articles by Mr. Doe’s 
messenger and shipped to Janesville. 
Mr. Johnson was not aw are of their 
contents. 
Edward McQjade, the fore­
